Among the dead are four women 
and "YV’ild D ill” Donovan, once man­ 
ager of the New York Yankees, and 
one of the most noted figures in the 
sporting world. 
About 1 a. m., according to the 
New York Central officials, an auto­ 
mobile owned by a man named Strat­ 
ford, from Wilkins burg, Pa., stalled 
on the New York ( eutrai’s tracks at 
the Forsyth crossing. 
Just at that 
moment the headlight of Section No. 
1 of the Twentieth Century limited, 
speeding from New York to Chicago,

coach was the Farnum, an old wooden 
one. 
it cracked like an eggshell, and 
the engine plowed on and smashed 
into the next car, the Phoreau, arid 
the Phoreau telescoped into the Gar­ 
field, third from the end. 
Then the engine of Section No. 3 
came to a standstill, while the night 
was filled with the mingled hissing 
oi escaping steam, the muffled shouts 
of men thrown from sleep to the bor­ 
der of eternity, and the cries of the 
dying.

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PSYCHOLOGY OF YOUR WATCH 


Ru n n in g Tim epiece M ay Often Be Af- 
fected by th e W earer's Mood, 
Says W riter. 


I can’t understand why this watch 
doesn’t keep proper time. 
I paid a 
g ood price for it, too.” 
'Time and ag ain one hears words to 
this effect from unfortunate people who 
simply cannot g et a watch to record 
correctly the unceasing march of old 
Father Time, says a writer. 
In very 
many cases, however, it is not the fault 
o f the watch at all, but of the wearer’s 
temperament, for modern timepieces 
Are so delicately adjusted that they are 
Affected by this. 
A case is recorded of a woman who 
wag constantly taking her watch to 
the maker with complaints tha t it was 
either too fast or too slow, 
£ o tired 
did 
he become of her constant visits 
tha t he wo re the watch for a week I 
himself, and found that It kept perfect 
time. 
He then made inquiries, and 
found tha t the woman was a sufferer 


from BeiWuf comjr.ainT; at Times she 
was alert and vivacious, and at others 
she was the victim of fits of depression. 
When she was in the latter mood the 
*atch went slow', but when she was 
brig ht and lively it g ained. 
Many men who limp, or have some 
other peculiarity in their walk, have 
been unable to wear a watch which 
keeps correct time. Even chang ing the 
pocket In which It Is g enerally carried 
has been known to have a disastrous 
effect on the best of timepieces. 
Eng ine drivers have, on occasions, 
found that their watches kept perfect 
time as long as they were working on 
one route, but directly they went onto 
relief duty and had to drive over lines 
with which they were not acquainted, 
their watches became hopelessly out of 
order. 
When you take your watch to be reg ­ 
ulated, you should, If possible, tell the 
watch repairer the circumstances in 
which the instrument went wrong . 
Watches also have a peculiar effect 
upon one another. 
Suppose that ten 
watches are placed upon a shelf 
all 
£ °,nk and keeping perfect time. With 


them put two other watches—one that 
is g oing but is irreg ular, and another 
that keeps correct time but has, stopped. 
In the majority of cases*it will be 
found that the ten watches which were 
already on the shelf will have so g reat 
an influence on the newcomers that 
I they will stop the irreg ular timekeeper 
and set the other g oing .—London An­ 
swers.

Sheets of thin aluminum are 
being used for stage scenery in place of 
the usual canvas-covered wood frames. 
This Innovation was originally in­

louse, w here the experim ent was first 
Introduced, that saving in expense is 
not the only advantage. 
The scenery, in the first place, is 
lighter even than th*- old-style fram es; 
It is not subject to danger from fire, 
and scenery may be painted on both j 
sides of it, un Impossibility in the days I 
of the old-style sets. Moreover, painted ' 
scenes can easily be erased and new 
ones substituted. 
The acoustic properties of the new 
m aterial seem to be as good as those 
of the old scenery. 
The alum inum is delivered at the 
theater in roughly rolled sheets of the 
size and form of the original wooden 
sections of scenery. 
Its thickness is 
from 5 to 8 m illim etres (0.2 to 0.3 
inch).—Scientific American.
